MAFFITT’S “UNWRITTEN LAW.” 

In an interview with Mr. Maffiitt in 
one of yesterday’s newspapers he is 
quoted as saying that he does not know 
whether or not the Pertle Springs Con- 
vention has the right to elect a new cém- 
mittee, and adds: “It is an unwritten 
law that we are elected for a term of two 

Who has been the custodian and de- 
positary of that “unwritten law?” Not 
Mr. Maffitt himself, for he is on record 
as saying that if a convention were called 
it would elect a new State Committee. 
From a report of the meeting of the 
State Committee on June 1 we take the 
following: 

Maffitt used every device and every argu- 
ment possible with the committee. Roberts 
of St. Louis started in in favor of a con- 
vention.  Maffitt told him and others that 
if one was held it would elect a new com- 
mittee, and that there would be a general 
overturning. Roberts switched. The same 
argument was used with other members 
of the committee. 

Committeeman Lozier quotes Mr, Rob- 
erts as saying: “If we are to be turned 
out, then I am opposed to a convention 
and will vote against it. 

At that time obviously Mr. Maffitt had 
no doubts as to the power of a State 
Convention to elect a new committee if 
it chose. Nor was he of the opinion that 
committeemen are elected for a term of 
two years. All this is an afterthought. 

As a matter of fact, there is no law, 
either written or unwritten, that pre- 
scribes a term of two years for State 
committeemen. A State committee is ap- 
pointed to look after the interests of 
a political party during the interval be- 
tween conventions. Any State conven- 
tion regularly called has the right to 
elect a new committee. Delegates chosen 
by the people and assembled in a conven- 
tion ‘regularly called have full control 
over the party machinery and absolute 
right to change ite agents. ‘The power 
of a State convention cannot be limited 
by a State committee, It derives its 
power from the people themselves, and it 
is a fundamental principle of politics that 
the representatives of the people, law- 
fully assembled, have all the rights and 
powers possessed by the people them- 
selves. 

Mr. Mafiitt’s “unwritten law” is no law 
at all. Accepted party usage implies that 
a State committee holds the powers con- 
fided to it only 4uring the interval be- 
tween conventions. Any State convention 
has the right to resume these powers 
and elect a new committee if it believes 
the party’s interests demand it.

Railway Companies Will Be Compelled 
to Comply With the Law. 
WASHINGTON, July 3.—Comparatively 
frequent complaints have been filed at the 
Agricultural Department alleging violations 
of the law by railway companies in keeping 
live stock in transit confined in cars for over

or whose roads form any part of a line 
transporting live stock frem one State or 
Territory into another, is directed to sees. 
4386, 4387, 4388 and 4389 of the Revised 
Statutes. 

“Complaint has been made to this de- 
partment by its officers supervising the 
movement of animals in the interstate and 
export trade, that the provisions of those 
sections are not complied with by many 
ea companies, and that cattle and 
other live stock are confined in cars for a 
period exceeding twenty-four hours, and 
that at times when they are unloaded they 
are not allowed the five consecutive hours 
of rest provided by statute. 

“The failure of the railway companies to 
conform with this law, causes animals great 
suffering while in transit to points of destin- 
ation, which it is the Intention of the law 
to prevent. Railway companies will there- 
fore make such arangements as are ne- 
cessary in their train service and provide 
the necessary feeding and watering stations 
to comply with the statutes and any failure 
to do this will render them liable on con- 
Feten to the penalty provided in sec, 4388.”

LEAD MINING. 


Decrease of Production in the United 
States. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 3.—In dis- 

cussing the lead mining industry for 18% 

the Geological Survey report says that the 


year was one of exceptionally low prices. 
Mining declined, and it was necessary to 
draw on foreign sources to supply the de- 
ficiencies. The production of refined lead 
in the United States has grown from 1,300 
short tons tn 1825 to 219,000 in 1894. The prod- 
uct of 1898 was the largest on record, 
amounting to 000 shert tons. The lead 
markets of the United States are supplied 
from four sourees. The first is from domes- 
tic mining, divided into the soft lead ores 
of the Mississippi Valley and the silver lead 
ores of the Rocky Mountains. The second 
source is Mexico and British Columbia. The 
third is the base bullion sent from Mexico 
for desilverizing and 1 in bond in 
this country, and the fourth is refined for- 
eign lead. The interlecking sources have 
greatly complicated the compilation of lead 
statistics and made knowledge of the do- 
mestic product difficult to obtain. The fol- 
lowing table shows by States the domes- 
tic product smelted: , 


Other producing States are Nevada, New 
Mexico, Arizona, California, Missouri, Kan- 
sas, Wisconsin and Tennessee. The total 
domestic product.is put at 132,700 tons. The 
consumption of lead is placed at 102,371 tons. 
Prices during the year ranged from 3.70 to 
3.02% cents per pound.
